ice water gradually added, till the 
temperature ol the patient, which 
is taken constantly with the ther- 
mometer, goes down to normal. 

Then the patient is removed from 
ibe bath, thoroughly dried ami 
wrapped in blankets and given a 
little stimulant to induce a healthy 
reaction. Then the sink one falls 
i.fi'inti.n quiet, natural sleep, which 
will last from a half an ham to 
three hours, and at the end of Unit 
limn, when the temperature rises 
to fever beat again, it is reduced 
by another bath. This is kept up 
till the fever is finally broken. The 
case treated at the Columbia was 
successful. Out of 81 casss treated 
by this method at Johns Hopkins 
hospital, in Baltimore, but three 
cases were lOBt, a much better rec- 
ord than the old style treatment 
cun show.- — Tallapoosa Journal.
